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(57) Abstract: The present invention provides isolated CD14+ anti- 
gen presenting cells, e.g.y dendritic cells and isolated and enriched 
populations thereof as well as methods for isolation and enrichment. 
Also provided are methods for using the CD 14"^ antigenpresenting 
cells to modulate T cell responses in vivo, in vitro, and ex vivo.
